Original application was approved on March 28, 2001 Resolution (TA-01-06);

Minor Amendment to update Phase 1 and Phase 2 schedule approved October 2001.

A subsequent minor amendment to update Phase 1 and Phase 2 schedule was approved April 2002.

A request to approve and allocate $4,675,000 in TCR funding for Phase 4 was deferred at the December
2002 Commission meeting.

An application amendment to program $1,750,000 in TCR funds from TCRP Sub-project #9.3 to this
project and to update project schedule was approved on September 24, 2003 (TAA-03-11). The
additional TCR fund enhances the scope of track and signal improvements for the Emeryvile Station.
Project schedule has been adjusted due to the suspension of allocating new TCR funds.

An application amendment to amend the schedule and funding table was approved on September 29,
2005 (TAA-05-20). $2,925,000 in un-programmed TCRP funds were moved to project 9.4.

Application and allocation amendments to transfer unspent, allocated funds to project 9.4 were approved
on December 15, 2005 (TAA-05-38 and TFP-05-19).

Application and allocation amendments to transfer unspent, allocated funds to project 9.2 were approved
on April 27, 2006 (TAA-06-19 and TFP-06-10). $33,000 was transferred from #9.2 PS&E to #9.4 CON.
An additional $10,000,000 in IIP funds were allocated to the project in May 17, 2007
(STIP1B-P-0607-001). Funding plan and total project cost updated to reflect these new funds.
